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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Weobley  Rural  District  Council 


Hr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  ray  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1968,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

The  only  figure  of  note  in  the  statistical  section 
is  the  very  high  male  mortality  during  the  year.  A  breakdown 
of  figures  shows  that  the  excess  is  largely  in  deaths  from 
cancer,  birth  causes  and  accident.  I  cannot  explain  why  cancer 
should  have  so  greatly  increased  in  the  year  in  men. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Morley  for  his  usual 
excellent  report  and  for  his  help  and  cooperation  during  the  year, 
and  am  interested  to  note  in  his  report  that  over  l8%  of  homes 
in  the  District  have  now  been  improved  by  grant.

PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  EMPLOYMENT  IN  THE  DISTRICT 


The  Rural  District  is  situated  in  the  North  Western 
portion  of  the.  County.  It  comprises  26  parishes  covering 
an  area  of  49 » 727  acres  of  mainly  agricultural  land,  and, 
whilst  there  are  no  large  villages,  each  parish  has  a  village 
or  hamlet  terming  a  nucleus. 


The  chief  industry  is  agriculture,  and  for  seme 
years  rationalisation  of  the  industry  has  had  the  effect  of 
reducing  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  farming,  and 
resulting  in  their  finding  alternative  employment,  chiefly 
in  Hereford,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  in  Leominster. 

There  is  also  a  tendency  for  young  persons  to  leave 
the  area  permanently  in  search  of  suitable  employment  and  for 
older  persons  from  industrial  areas  to  move  in  with  a  view  to 
retirement ,

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DRAINAGE  ALT)  SEWERAGE 

In  February  the  Council  received  the  Consulting 
Engineers’  Report  and  resolved  that  approval,  in  principle, 
be  given  for  the  extension  of  the  Weobley  Sewage  Disposal 
Works,  so  as  to  provide  for  existing  and  future  development 
at  Weobley  Marsh,  Kings  Pyon  and  Norton  Canon.  Instructions 
were  also  given  with  a  view  to  obtaining  provisional  approval 
from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government. 

The  existing  works  at  Diiwyn,  Canon  Pyon  and 
Staunton-on-Wye  have  functioned  satisfactorily  and  gradually 
more  properties  are  being  connected  to  the  sewers. 

The  new  extended  aeration  plant  and  sewerage  scheme 
at  Moccas  is  virtually  completed,  but,  owing  to  pressure  of 
other  work,  progress  on  the  preparation  of  a  scheme  for 
Preston-on--Wye  has  been  unavoidably  delayed.

A  fortnightly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  in 
operation  throughout  the  District,  and  the  Council's 
staff  and  vehicle  also  undertake  a  fortnightly  collection 
throughout  the  Kington  R.D.C.  area. 

The  problem  of  disposal  of  refuse  is  still  with  us, 
as  regards  availability  of  suitable  tipping  sites,  and 
the  appropriate  Committee  is  aware  of  the  position. 

On  the  various  collection  rounds,  the  refuse  freighter 
travelled  some  12,662  miles  during  the  year  at  an  average  of 
10.13  miles  per  gallon.

Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 

The  scheme  has  been  implemented  by  the  Council  since  1952 
and  so  far  148  proposals  have  been  approved,  two  of  which  were 
later  withdrawn  by  the  applicants.  Dwellings  improved  under 
this  scheme  now  amount  to  7*47°  of  the  total  number  of  occupied 
houses. 


Ten  schemes  were  approved  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 
Standard  Improvement  Grants 

This  method  of  improving  old  properties  continues  to  be 
well  received  and  during  the  year  23  applications  were  made  and 
approved,  with  23  completed  and  paid. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  in  1959,  some  233 
proposals  amounting  to  about  11. T/o  of  the  total  occupied  houses 
in  the  area  have  been  approved,  five  of  these  being  later  withdrawn 
by  the  applicants. 


HOUSING  AND  BUILDING  DEVELOPMENT 

Construction  of  two  elderly  persons’  bungalows  at 
Bishopstone,  three  bungalows  and  four  general-needs  houses  at 
Moccas,  was  well  advanced  by  the  close  of  the  year,  completions 
being  anticipated  in  February/March  1969- 

Future  proposals  include  a  small  housing  scheme  at 
Pres ton-on-Wye  and  a  Grouped  Dwelling  scheme  and  four  additional 
bungalows  at  Weobley.  Work  on  the  Grouped  Dwelling  scheme  is 
likely  to  commence  early  next  year. 

A  summary  gf  the  various  Council  Housing  Schemes  is  given 
on  Page  l8. 


PRIVATE  HOUSING  DB\TdLOPMENT 

19  new  dwellings  were  completed  during  1968,  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  a  further  14  were  in  various  stages  of 
construction. 

Wherever  possible,  the  utmost  assistance  has  been  given 
by  the  staff  to  promote  private  building.

There  are  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  Weobley,  both  of 
which  are  used  regularly.  Both  establishments  have  been  improved.
